TAFT MAKES FLYING 
TRIP TnRGUGH IOWA

26.— Nineteen , 
per .-oils were killed, eleven s. non l\ 
injured, several 
fatally,

thirty more or less injured in a col­ 
lision between passenger train Xo. 6, 
known as the eas' bound Burlington , 
flyer, and a westbound freight train j 
at a siding known as Youngs Point, J 
about thirty miles west of Billings, on 
the Northern Pacific railroad. 
The 
passenger, running about fifty miles 
an hour, crashed into the fr* ighi jus t 
entering on the siding during a blind­ 
ing snow storm, the engineer of th* 
passenger failing to see the signal 
flag of the brakeman of the freight 
train in time to avert the collision. 
Both locomotives were wrecked and 
ihe smoker and baggage ears were 
telescoped. 
Only three persons riding 
in the smoker are known to have got­ 
ten out 
of the wrecked car a l i \ e . 
Many of the killed were terribly man­ 
gled, some of them being ground to 
bits. 
When the relief ’rain reached the 
wreck the scene was one of a most 
heartrending nature. Many volunteers 
were engaged In taking the bleeding 
forms from underneath the wrecked 
cars. 
The groans of the Injured and 
dying wer^ most terrible. 
The cold, 
damp, snowy weather added to th* 
suffering.

That Brainerd w'ould be a first class 
point for a wholesale fruit house is 
shown by the amount of fruit sold here 
this season. A fruit salesman told T he 
DISPATCH a few days ago that there 
had been over 8,000 boxes of peaches 
alone sold in this city so far this year. 
This is in addition to the large amount 
of other fruit sold here. 
There have 
re-1 been several cars of melons and one or 
two of apples sold in this city so far 
this season.

HAS QUITE A HISTORY 


Steamer 
“ Remnica" 
Has 
Been 
on 


Mississippi River anti Mille Lacs 


and Goes to Rainy River 


A steamer w'ith quite a romance and 
varied history was in Brainerd today 
loaded on two flatcars. 
It is the steam* 
er “ Remnica,” and is enroute to In­ 
ternational 
Falls where it 
will be 
placed in the Rainy river. 
The steam ­ 
er was built in the state school at Red 
Wing and is about six years old. 
It 
was shipped fiom there to Aitkin, 
where it wfas to have been used on the 
upper Mississippi, but it proved of too 
deep draft for use except in high w a­ 
ter and was sold to Geo. McLaughlin 
who hauled it over land on sleds to 
Mille Lacs a few winters ago. 
Mr. 
McLaughlin intended to use it to gather 
cream for a creamery which he estab­ 
lished at Midland, on the west shore of 
Mille Lacs. 
In fact he made a few’ 
trips and received a number of ex­ 
tended writeups, having given out that 
he had established a creamery on the 
boat. 
The scheme, together with the 
creamery proved a failure and the 
steamer was at anchored at Midland. 
Through carelesness in leaving a cock 
open the boat sank. 
It w’as afterwards 
raised, however, and hauled on shoie 
w'here it lay for the past two years, 
it is now the property of Aberdeen, S. 
D., parties, who had it loaded on the 
Soo cars at Cove and are shipping it to 
International Falls, believing that there 
will be more profit in running it on the 
Rainy river and lake than on Mille 
Lacs.
